ciation that it disapproved of Mr. 
‘Swann’s aspirations. The resolution 
Presented’ by the committee, of which 
William D. Guthrie is Chairman, was 
adopted by the members. 

Additional. emphasis was placed on 
the disapproval of District Attorney 
Swann by the fact that all of the other 
Republican and Democratic nominees 
for the Supreme Court and the City 
Court who were not passed on at the 
May meeting were approved. — 

The réport of the Judiciary Committee 
attacked all phases of Mr. Swann's 
edreer from the time he entered Con- 
gress as a young man to the present. 
His entire professional experience, the 


committee held, was inadequate and}... 


did not fit him to sérve on the Supreme 
Court bench. 

As a Congressman his record was 
**hnot noteworthy,’’ the committee held. 
As b Judge of General Sessions he was 
“not satisfactory ’’ and ‘as a District 
Attorney he had not administered hia of- 
fice in tonformity to Jong established 
standards, but had terrorized gin hy a 

criminal cases by seeking to o 
ting evidence from..them by 
ve methods. 

Find Swann Unsuitable. 

“* Moreover,’’: the report. said; ‘‘he has 
departed from the proper and orderly] 
method of administering. criminal jus- 
tice by frequently making public’ for 
sensational purposes evidence procured 
by him to be submitted to the Grand 
Jury.”’ 

The report of the Judiciary Committee, 
which consists ‘of Willigm D..

Raise in Price of Bread

LONDON, Oct. 13. - — The’ English 
working clagses and small salaried 
people ate/faced with another crisis 
in the cost of living. The London 
Master Bakers’ Association has an- 
nounceg that beginning Monday the 
price of bread will.be increased from 
one shilling to one shilling fourpence 
for a four-pound loaf, and it seems 
probable that the rest of the country 
will follow. suit. 

The main reason: assigned by the 
newspapers for the increase is that 
the Government, which maintained a 
subsidy and bolight wheat when the 
prices ‘were high, does not wish to 
bear the Joss on the market, which 
has fallen. 

The question is much agitated by 
the pfess and’ some of the newspapers 
are making a campaign against an 
increase, citing the lowered food 
prices in the United States.

3,250 IN ALL WERE SLAIN 


But Majority Fell in Warfare and 
Bandits Would Have Killed Many 
More, Says Barnett.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13¢-Evidence 
that there has. been “ unlawful, in- 
discriminate killing ’’. of Haitian natives 
by some of the American Marines sta- 
tioned there during the American occu- 
pation of the past five years, was 
revealed today when the Navy Depart- 
ment made public the report of 
Brigadier General Géorge Barnétt, for- 
mer Commandant. General of the Marine 


Corps, covering in detail the questions 
in Haiti from the time the Marines ware 


General Barnett’s report reviews the) 
activities of the Marines in Haiti in 
great detail, showing how: they réstored 
order, protected cities and inhabitants 
from &ttacks by bandits, organized the 
Haitian Gendarmerie and combated the 
bandits who preyed on the peaceful 
population, but the sensational feature 
is found in the fact that all the good 
work that. thé Marines are to be credited 
with in Haiti has beeh marred by the 
blot of what Géneral Barnett was con- 
vinced involved unlawful and indiscrim- 
inate killing of natives. 

This feature is @¢mbraced in a special 
report ma by General Barnett to Sec- 

on Sept. 18, 1920, while 

bee: bit report on the Marines’ legiti- 
mate opera during five years bears 
date, of Oct. 11. 


“General Barnett states’ that of the 
3,250 natives killed in the five and one- 
half years of American occtipation, more 
than half were killed in the repulse of 
an attack on. Port au Prince and during 
the following operations, and he con- 
cludes with the statement that ‘’ without 
the operations by the marines a much 
larger number of natives would have 
been killed by the bandits."’ 

General Barnett states that little more 
than @ year ago particulars on the 
court-martial tfials of Private Walter 
B. Johnson and John J. McQuilkin, Jr., 
were forwarded late in September, 1919, 
to him by the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy for comment ‘on dis- 
eiplinary action. 

General Barnett states that he was 
especially struck by arguments of coun- 
sel for the défense in the e of -Pri- 
vate Johnson, made by Lieutenant F, 
L. Spear, who. stated that ‘“ unlawful 
executions of Haitians; called Cacos, 
had occurred in Haiti,”’ 

Asked Russell to Ipquire, 

General Barnett reports that on Sept. 
2, 1919, he wrote a confidential letter to 
CGolonet John H. Russell, commanding 
the Marine forcés in Haiti, bringing to 
the latter’s attention evidence that 
“ practically indiscriminate killing of 
fiatives has gone on for’some time,’”’ and: 
calling for a thorough investigation. 

Genéral Barnett assérted in his letter, 
made public today, ‘“‘that he was 
shocked beyond éxpression to hear of 
such things and to know that.it was at 
all possible that duty cold be so badly 
performed by marines of. any class."’ 
‘The report shows that there had been 
dissatisfaction also in Haiti over re- 
vival- of the corvee system of forcing 
the natives to labor at road-making. 

pe nk,’’ General Barnett wrote to 
Cdlonel Russell, ‘‘ this is the most start- 
ling thing of 1 kind that bas ever 
taken place in Marine Corps, and 
I don’t want anything of the kind to 
happen. again. I think, judging by the 
knowledge gained only from the cases 
that have been brought befote meé, that 
the Marine Corps has been sadly Jack-, 
ifig: in right and justice, and I look. to 
20 aE ec ha oat eee laa and 
corfécted at once.”

Providing for the latest American vic- 
tory in the Olympic Games at Antwerp, 

This was disclosed last, night 
in an itemized financial. statement issued 
by Secretary Frederick W. Rubien of the 
American Olympic Committée, following 
a five-hour session of. the BHxecutive 
Committee, which was held at the New 
York A. C.-, The meeting began at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon and it was after 
8 o'clock when .Secretary Rubien 
emerged from the session with the fig- 
ures which showed just how much was 
disbursed: for the ‘mation’s latest Olympic 
activities. 

The statement . did: not disclose the 
exact amount raised by. popular sub- 
scription for. the olympic Fund. These 
figures: were -not’ available, Secretary 
Rubien , stated, because. of incomplete 
reports from: several sections of the 
country. “It is understood, however, 
that when the total sum collected is 
made known it will. be found to be little 
in excess of the actual expenses of the 
committee. Secretary Rubien announced 
that another meeting will be held Dec, 
4, at the New York A. C., when.'the 
amount, will be disclosed, and reports 
from. the various officlalS ofthe team 
“— be announced. 

Was expected’ that some action 
would be taken at the meeting toward 
answering thé charges of. returned ath- 
letes as regards dissatisfaction and in- 
convenience attendant to the trip- to 
Antwerp because of alleged poor con- 
ditions. When asked concerning this 
detail Secretary-Rubien stated that the 
matter had not been taken up_and the 
committee was, thergfore, not prepared 
to -issue a. statement. He said, how-
